Methods of ‘fork. 


A. General. In accordance with insiructions issued by the Ministry for 
Agriculture, plans were worked out by the Planning Section and orders 
to purchase given to the Commercial Section. The branches were then 
given instructions to hold public cattle markets in the centers concerned, 


B. Payment and Prices, The necessary funds were transmitted in cash or 
by check through the State Dank, after the Higher Council for State 
Economy had given its approval, Purchasing contracts with private sellers 
were worked out by the Central Office for the whole country, and the 
seller was made liable for the qality of the stock sold and for all 
statements made, Prices rere high, as only first-class pedigreal cattle 
Was purchased. 


In 1950, the value of the cattle purchased was about 150,000,000 Forint 
or $15,000,000. 


C. Delivery of the Purchased Cattle. | It was decided in advance to which 
cooperative, state enterprise or export firm any animal, bought by this 
organization,was to be sent, ani the purchaser had to forward the cattle 
to its final destination directly from the market. The work was done 
by experts. 

Do ‘Import and Export. In 1950, bills were imported from the firm of Pulver 
in Switzerland, horses fron Relgium,and racehorses from France through 
the intermediary of the State Enterpise, "Terimpex". 

Since 199, cattle were exported only to the USSR via Csap.
